CATTLE PLAGUE 


IN 13 STATES 


Quarantine Extends From Mass- 


achusetts to Iowa, 


The placing of a federal quaran- 


tine upon shipments of live stock out 
ot the states of Ohio, Iowa, Massachu- 
setts and Wisconsin, and 
reports 


of the rapid spread of the foot and 
mouth disease in states already quar- 
antined, marked a day's developments 
at the department of agriculture in 
the fight against the worst epidemic 
of the infection ever known in the 
United States. 
The malady is now 


raging in thirteen states. 


Scores of federal inspectors were 


rushed 
into the field to trace every 


shipment from infected centers. Re- 
ports from inspectors already at work 
led 
department 
officials to predict 


that many other communities would 
be affected. 


Inspectors reported that the disease 


had spread over 
several 
scattered 


counties in Illinois. In Pennsylvania 
the affected areas were reported to 
have become extended. 


The 
infection was discovered in 


Massachusetts at South Attleboro, in 
Bristol county. The Iowa cases were 
discovered at Pernell. 


The department advised that the 


greatest care should be exercised in 
using milk from the affected regions. 
Infants are most subject to this dis- 
ease, and it is only among very young 
children that it proves fatal. Adults 
can be cured with little difficulty. A 
human being may contract the disease 
from cattle, but one man does not 
convey the germ to another, the ex- 
perts say, and there is no need to 
quarantine persons. 


Disinfecting Pens In Chicago. 


Chicago, Nov. 7.—The work of dis 


infecting the empty pens at the Chi- 
cago Union 'Stock Yards 
began in 


preparation 
for the complete 
shut 


down because of the foot and mouth 
disease, that will be in effect until 
Nov. 15. More than 800 men will be 
employed. There are 13,000 pens, 72.1 
chutes and twenty-five miles of water 
troughs to be disinfected. 


Statements assuring the public that 


foot and mouth disease cannot infer1! 
humans through the eating of meat 
was issued by officials of one of Chi- 
cago's largest packing companies. 


One thousand more cattle at 
th<3 


Chicago yards were found to be in- 
fected and will be killed. 
A 
large 


trench 
has 
been dug by a steam 


shovel in the western part of the 
yards and filled with lime^The cattle 
will be lined up on the edge of the 
trench, shot and buried as fast as thfi 
crew of killers can work. 


A hundred cowboys employed in the 


stock yards were ordered to kill all 
the pigeons possible, the anthorltic' 
taking this as another precautionary 
measure against the spread of thfl 
foot and mouth disease. 


Foot Disease Sweeps Many States. 
The worst outbreak of ihe foot and 


mouth disease ever known in tho 
United States is the department ol 
agriculture's 
estimate 
of 
the 
liv« 


stock epidemic, which has forced 
:i 


federal quarantine over six states anil 
threatens a temporary reduction ol 
the nation's food supply. 


Officials said it would be a weelf 


hefore they could forecast the extent 
to which the food supply would be af 
footed. They are inclined to believe 
however, that the shrinkage will no! 
be large, in spite of the inconveni 
ence to which the stock growers ami 
packers will be subjected until the 
disease is under control. Every possl 
ble offort will be made to remove the 
handicaps upon the movement of llvo 
stock.

sas, Maine, Mississippi, North Caro- 
lina, North Dakota, Oklahoma, Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and West Virginia. 


Alabama at one time adopted a pro- 


hibition amendment, but Hated re- 
scinded it. 
South 
Carolina also la 


largely prohibition under various acts. 
In addition a score of states have lo- 
cal option lav/s. 


Not only did the men and women 


voters of California bury statewide 
prohibition on Tuesday by a majority 
that may reach close to 200,000, but 
they adopted a referendum 
amend- 


ment prohibiting another vote on tha 
question within & period 
of 
eight 


years. Ohio also has defeated prohlmi- 
tion by a large majority. 


Germans Lose Two Cruiser*. 


Two cruisers of the German navy 


have been lost to the kaiser, accord- 
Ing to dispatches received in Lon»' 
don. 


First of these was the Koenigs- 


berg, which has been roving In the 
Indian ovean. According to the Times 
this vessel has been put out of ac- 
tion, although no details of how this 
end has been accomplished are forth- 
coming. 


Second, and regarded as of more 


importance, 
the 
German 
cruiser • 


Yorck struck a mine in Jade bay and 
was sunk. 


This information reached London In 


an Amsterdam dispatch to the Reuter 
Telegram company. It stated that an 
official dispatch from Berlin said the 
Yorck on the forenoon of Nov. 4, had 
struck a mine chain blocking the en- 
trance to Jade bay and sank.

The court held that the defendant 
could not have contemplated the death 
of his victim and ruled that it had not 
been proved beyond a reasonable 
doubt that the boy died as a result of 
violence, since the specific disease 
that carried him off was tubercular 
peritonitis.

New York Sun. 


As to Shipments by Sea. 


An important admiralty 
decision 


was rendered by the United States 
circuit court ^of appeals. Second cir- 
cuit, in Benner Line versus Pendleton, 
in which the court holds that "in 
every contract for the carriage of 
goods by sea, unless otherwise ex- 
pressly stipulated, there is an abso- 
lute warranty on the part of the ship 
owner that the ship is seaworthy at 
the time of beginning her voyage, 
which warranty does not depend upon 
his knowledge or ignorance, his care 
or negligence. 
To constitute sea- 


worthiness the hull must be so tight, 
stanch and strong as to be competent 
to resist all ordinary action of the sea 
and to prosecute and complete the 
voyage without damage to the cargo." 


"Dead" Snake Bites Warder.

Here Moving Picture Designers Have

—Profit Shown in the Rent- 


ing of Films. 


One of the most exciting scenes in 


motion pictures. is contained in "A 
Prince of India." To inject the nec- 
easary "thrill" deemed essential by all 
producers for "inovle" plays, the di- 
rector of this melodrama resorted to 
the unique expedient, of wrecking a 
trolley car. 


In the average modern "thriller" the 


villain invariably finds a waiting auto- 
mobile or one within easy hailing dis- 
tance to convey him from the scene 
of his misdeed to safety. But here is 
developed a different situation. 
The 


villain, escaping with some precious 
booty, fails to see any motor car, but 
finds a convenient trolley car. without 
passengers, conductor or motorman. 
He Immediately boards it and, turning 
on the power, dashes away, barely in 
time to escape his pursuing victim. 
The latter, however, Is not to be 
balked so 
easily. 
Meeting some 


friends in a powerful automobile, he 
induces them to take him in and pur- 
sue the robber. 


The chase which follows Is indeed 


thrilling. 
When 
the 
automobile 


catches up with the trolley car the 
pursuer leaps from it on the running 
board of the speeding street car and 
a fight between the thief and his vic- 
tim follows while the car is in flight- 
When it reaches a trestle, the car 
suddenly jumps 
the track, veers, 


crashes through a railing and is pre- 
cipitated headlong 50 feet to the gorge 
below, to its utter destruction. The 
villain is presumed to have been killed 
in the wreck, but his victim, for- 
tunately, leaped from the car before 
it reached the trestle, taking with 
him the stolen property which he had 
r^overed in the struggle. 


Films Rent for $40 a Day. 


A popular feature film generally 


rents for $40 a day, while it is new 
and fresh, and from twenty-five to 
thirty-five prints are sent out. That 
means a gross return of from $1,000 
a day, or from §7,000 to $9,000 a 
week. 


The life of the average feature film 


is about three months (at a lesser 
rental during the last month). So it 
is easy to see that the gross return 
is very large. 
Some films, such as 


Hackett in "The Prisoner of Zenda," 
or "Rainey Hunt," have continued 
popular for more than a year, fresh 
prints being made. 


The copyright laws are still lax 


and' rather chaotic concerning motion 
pictures, and the Authors' League, of 
America is working better to protect 
authors whose bocks and stories are 
used for films, since a popular book 
often makes as good a movie drama 
as a play. But these conditions will 
doubtless be corrected and it may be 
said that the author and perhaps the 
dramatist of the immediate future, 
if he writes the kind of books or plays 
which have interesting plots, and espe- 
cially if the scenes can be put into 
pictorial setting, will have a new 
source of revenue from the motion 
pictures.—Walter Pritchard Eaton, in 
the American Magazine.

Films Rent for $40 a Day. 


A popular feature film generally 
rents for $40 a day, while it is new 
and fresh, and from twenty-five to 
thirty-five prints are sent out.

means a gross return of from $1,000 
a day, or from $7,000 to $0,000 a 
week. 


The life of the average feature film 
is about three months (at a lesser 
rental during the last month). So it 
Is easy to see that the gross return 
is very large. 
Some films, such as 
Haclcett in “The Prisoner of Zenda,” 
or “Rainey Hunt,” 
have 
continued 
popular for more than a year, fresh 
prints being made. 


The copyright ldws are still lax 
and’ rather chaotic concerning motion 
pictures, and the Authors’ League of 
America is working better to protect 
authors w'hose books and stories are 
used for films, since a popular book 
often makes as good a movie drama 
as a play. 
But these conditions will 
doubtless be corrected and it may be 
said that the author and perhaps the 
dramatist of the immediate future, 
If he writes the kind of books or plays 
which have interesting plots, and espe­ 
cially if the scenes can be put into 
pictorial setting, will have a new 
source of revenue from the motion 
pictures.—Walter Pritchard Eaton, in 
the American Magazine.

An 
Important admiralty 
decision 
was rendered by the United States 
circuit court %of appeals, Second cir­ 
cuit, in Benner Line versus Pendleton, 
in w'hich the court holds that “in 
every contract for the carriage of 
goods by sea, unless otherwise ex­ 
pressly stipulated, there is an abso­ 
lute warranty on the part of the ship

to Recover to Health. 


A general impression is that with 


powerful weapons of great precision 
greater loss of life and greater pain 
are caused. That view is almost cer- 
tainly inaccurate. The modern bul- 
let, says the Scotsman, unless it is of 
the soft-nosed type, is on the whole 
merciful, and either kills outright or 
gives its victim a fair chance of re- 
covery. It does not, as a rule, muti- 
late.

only is aid brought more rapidly to 
the wounded, but it is far more ef- 
fective than in the pre-Lister days.

of 


receiving 
their 
wounds.

risk of being 'hit is greater, the 
chances of recovery,from injury have 
been immensely increased.

DISPUTED ON REID OF BATTLE 


Germans Drop on Enemy as Though From Sky—Artillery Works 


Awful Havoc, But Rifle Fire Not so Good—Wounded Private 


Tells of Heroic Work of the "Dirty Shirts"— 


Bombs Success in War. 


By LAWRENCE ELSTON. 


London.—A guardsman who wan 


wounded near Complegnj ha« given 
* vivid account of the fighting there 
aud of the capture of ten German 
guns by the British troops. 


"We -were iu a 
Cfcld," .ho 


"when the Germans dropped on us 
all of a, eudden as though from the 
eky. yhe first hint we had of their 
presence was when a battery of guns 
on the right sang out, dropping shells 
Into a mob of us who were waiting 
for our turn at the 
washtub—the 


river. There was no panic as far as 
I saw, only eome of our fellows who 
hadn't had a wash for a long time 
eald strong things about the Germans 
for spoiling the best chance we had 
had for four days. We all ran to our 
posts In response to bugles which 
rang out all along the line, and by 
the time we all stood to arms the 
German cavalry came into view In 
great strength all along the left front. 


"As soon as they came within range 


we poured a deadly, volley Into them, 
emptying saddles right and left, and 
they 
scattered 
In 
all 
directions. 


Meanwhile their artillery kept work- 
Ing up closer on the front and the 
right, and a dark cloud of Infantry 
showed out against the skyline on our 
front, advancing in a formation rather 
loose for the Germans 
We opened 


on them, and they made a fine target 
for our rifle fire, which was very well 
supported by our artillery. The fire 
from our guns was very effective, 
the range being found with ease, and 
we could see the shells dropping right 
tato the enemy's ranks. 


Race for a Hill. 


"Here and there their lines began 


to waver and give way, and finally 
they disappeared. 
Half an hour later 


more Infantry appeared on our right 
front, but we could not say whether It 
was the same, or another body. This 
time they were well supported by ar- 
tillery, machine 
guns 
and strong 


forces of cavalry on both flanks. All 
came on at a smart pace, with the 
apparent plan of seizing 0h.lll on our 
right. At the same moment our cav- 
alry came into view, and then the 
whole Guards brigade advanced. 
It 


was really a race between the two 
parties to reach the hill first, but the 
Germans won easUy, owing to their 
being nearer by half a mile. 


"As soon as their guns and infantry 


had taken up a position, the cavalry 
came along In a huge mass wiVh the 


Ing great work at the front, in fact 


were the means of putting 10,000 


Germans to their fate on Sunday 
morning. 
I will never forget that 


day. as our regiment left a town on 
the French frontier on Saturday morn- 
Ing at thrpe o'clock and marched til! 
3 a m. on Sunday Into a Belgian town. 
I was about to have an hour In bed, at 
least a lie down In a shop, when I was 
wakened to go on guard at the gener- 
al's headquarters, and while I was on 
guard a captain of the crack French 
cavalry came In with the official re- 
port of the 10,000 Germans killed. 


"The Scots Greys early that morn- 


ing had decoyed the Germans right In 
front of the machine guns of the 
French, and they Just mowed them 
down. There was no escape for them, 
poor devils; but they deserved It, the 
way tfiey go on. You would be sorry 
for the poor Belgian women having to 
leave their homes with young children 
clinging to them."

Admires German Artillery. 


J'rlvato Chart en Dudley Moore of 


the YorkHhlro light Infantry, who wa« 
at Mons arid Is now at Lynn, had thft 
misfortune to be- wounded half an 
hour after he went Into action. 


"The shrapnel shells of the Her 


mans were bursting over the trenches 
where we were lying, and I wa» struck 
in the foot with a piece of shell which 
took tho sole of my shoe clean off 
Five minutes later, when I waa trying 
to help a fellow near me who had 
been hit In the shoulder, I was struck 
iu the right thigh by a pellet from a 
shrapnel shell. I fired one more Hhol 
after that I fired at ths driver of a 
German machine gun and hit him 
This was my first experience of actual 
fighting, and 1 can tell you it Is a 
funny sensation at first to see the 
shells bursting near and around you, 
to hear the bulleta whistling by you, 
and to see men being killed and 
wounded near you, but you Boon get 
used to it all. It tries your nerves 
a bit at first, but you soon get in the 
way of it. 


"I have the greatest admiration for 


the German artillery, but their in- 
fantry is absolutely useless. 
They 


fire from the hip and take no aim at 
all. The Germans are also badly fed. 
At the hospital at Amiens I saw a 


Bombardier A. E. Smith, who was , wounded German officer who told me 


wounded by a bomb dropped from a i ne and the others had been living on 
German aeroplane, in a letter to a 
friend In Edinburgh, says: 


"Those bombs have proved a great 


success In the war, as they find the 
enemy's range very accurately. The 
bomb, when dropped, leaves a thick, 
black, smoky line to enable the gun- 
ners to take the exact range. 
We 


were in a good position, but suffered 
loss. The enemy could not find us 
until the aeroplane came on the scene. 
Then we had it rather hot. The gun- 
ners had to leave the guns, but later 
saved them all after being re-en- 
forced by other guns. 


"The Germane have a funny way In 


fighting. 
Their Infantry, when ad- 


vancing, fire from the hip and come 
on in masses, splendid targets for 
our guns. As soon as one lot gets 
mowed down 
the gaps are filled 


up with fresh men. They are In terri- 
ble numbers—about ten to one in 
some places. 
Nearly all the men's 


wounds are from shrapnel, and heal 
wonderfully. 
Men almost cripples a 


day or two ago are going on splendid- 
ly since being treated here." 


"Like Blue Murder." 


A wounded private of the Royal 


Munster Fusiliers (the "Dirty Shirts") 
tells the following story: 


"For some reason or other we were 


left In the lurch, and had to bear the 
brunt of the whole German attack, 
while the rest of the brigade fell 


Intention of riding down the Irish 
back. 


Guards, who were nearest to them. 
When the shock came it seemed ter- 
rific to us In the distance, for the 
Irishmen did not recoil in the least, 
but flung themselves right across the 
path of the German horsemen. 


"We could hear the crack of the 


rifles and see the German horses Im- 
paled on the bayonets of the front 
ranks of the guardsmen. 
Then the 


whole force of infantry and cavalry 
were mixed up in one confused heap, 
like so many pieces from a jig-saw 
puzzle. 
Shells from the British and 


German batteries kept dropping close 
to the tangled mass of fighting men, 
and then we saw the German horse- 
men get clear and take to flight as 
fast as their horses would carry them. 
Some had no horses and they were 
bayoneted where they stood. 


Ten nuns Captured. 


"While this was going on there was 


a confused movement among the Ger- 
man infantry, as though they were 
going to the assistance of the cavalry, 
but evidently they did not like the 
look of things, for they stayed where 
they were 
After this little Interrup- 


tion the whole of the Guards contin- 
ued their advance, the Coldstreamers 
leading this time, with the Scots in 
reserve and the Irish In support. 


"Taking advantage of the fight be- 


tween the cavalry and infantry, the 
German artillery had advanced to a 
new position, from which they kept 
up a deadly fire from 12 guns. 
Our 


Infantry and cavalry advanced simul- 
taneously against this new position, 
which they carried together In the 
face of a galling fire. 
In the excite- 


ment the oTiemy managed to get away 
twft of their guns, but the remainder 
fell Into our hands. The infantry and 
cavalry supporting the guns didn't 
wait for the onslaught of our men, 
but bolted, pursued by our cavalry 
and gallod by a heavy fire from our 
Infantry and artillery, which quickly 
found thn range. 


"Wo heard later that tho Germans 


wore in vory great force, and had at- 
tacked In the hope of driving us back 
and ho uncovering tho French loft, 
but they got more than they bargained 
for. 
Tnelr losses were terrible In 


what Httlo of tho fight wo saw, and 
when our mon captured ^tho guns 
thoro was hardly a German left alive 
or unwoundod. 
Altogether tlio fight 


lasted about seven hours, nnd when 
It was ovor our cavalry Hfouts report- 
ed Hint tlio enemy wore in retreat."

through, and then it was that the

of the Germans. 


"It was hell's own work, but I can 


say that we never hoisted the white 
flag, and if the battalion was wiped 
out, as they say, it foi:ght to the last 
gasp. The spirit of our lads was that 
grand that you couldn't belp being 
proud of them, and they accounted 
for a lot of the Germans. First of all, 
I got a wee taste of a punch In the 
ribs \vlth a sword, and then I got a 
bullet in me, but when I was able to 
see "what was going on the men were 
cutting their way through the Ger- 
mans 
I "was floored for I can't tell 


you how long, but when I got back 
my senses the Germans were gone, 
leaving only heaps on heaps of the 
dying aud the dead, our boys and the 


anyth'ng they could lay hold of, an<* 
that they had even eaten grass." 


Do Not Like Bayonets. 


Private J. R. Tait of the Second 


Essex reglmentj who was wounded 
at Mons, also speaks with respect of 
the German artillery. Writing home, 
he says, in a description of the fight- 
ing: 


"We had several charges with their 


infantry. 
We find they do not like 


the bayonets. 
Their rifle shooting Is 


rotten; I don't believe they could hit 
a haystack at 100 yards. Their field 
artillery is good, and we don't like 
their shrapnel. I heard our men sing- 
ing that famous song, 'Get Out and 
Get Under,' and know that for an 
hour in our trench It would make any 
one keep under, what with shells and 
machine guns. I have been In three 
battles In four days." 


The following is an extract from a 


letter written by -Otho Bromfleld of 
the signal section (Territorials), Roy- 
al Engineers: 


"I'm doing and going as I'm told, 


not worrying, but taking things as 
they come. I've slept in barns, wool 
sto~es, cinemas, casinos, dock sheds, 
and for a bit had the stars as a coun- 
terpane. The fighting has been very 
fierce and close; as one pal said: 'Ob, 
ain't It 'ot!' We are outnumbered 
sometimes 10,000 to 2,000, but our boys 
stick to them, and have played havoc 
with their 'mass formations.' 
The 


Maxims have cut them down like corn, 
and when we charged with fixed bayo- 
nets, see "em run. 
They will get no 


quarter from our 'mob.' Their dead 
were so thick that their re-enforce- 
ments couldn't advance over the top. 
Of course, we lost, too." 


Fred Wilson of the Fifth Royal 


Lancers, who was wounded at Mons 
and reached Leeds Invalided, says he 
has seen the Germans bayonet our 
wounded as they came across the 
field, and force women and children 
in front of them as they passed our 
guns. He reckons nothing of the fight- 
ing powers of the Germans. 
They 


were fairly peppered in five charges, 
and when their cavalry saw us com-, 
ing they \vhined like dogs 
Our blood 


was up after M itnessing their terrible 
atrocities." The British soldiers, he 
adds, sing and jest while bullets are 
flying thick and fast.

••We were in a field,"

"when the Germans dropped on us

■ky.. The first hint we had of their 
presence was when a battery of guns 
on the right sang out, dropping shells 
Into a mob of us who were waiting 
for our turn 
at the 
washtub—the 
river. There was no panic as far as 
1 saw, only some of our fellows who 
hadn't had a wash for a long time 
said strong things about the Germans 
for spoiling the best chance we had 


In* great work at the front, In fact 
they were the means of putting 10,000 
Germans to their fate on Sunday 
morning, 
1 will never forget that 
day, as our regiment left a town on 
the French frontier on Saturday morn­ 
ing at three o'clock and marched till 
S a. in. on Sunday Into a Belgian town. 
1 was about to have an hour in bed» at 
least a lie down In a shop, when I was 
wakened to go on guard at the gener­ 
al’s headquarters, and while I was on 
guard a captain of the crack French 
cavalry came In with the official re­ 
port of the 10,000 Germans killed.

rang out all along the line, and by 
the time we all stood to arms the 
German cavalry came into view In 
great strength all along the left front. 


“As soon as they came within range 
we poured a deadly volley into them, 
emptying saddles right and left, and 
they 
scattered 
In 
all 
directions. 
Meanwhile their artillery kept work­ 
ing up closer on the front and the 
right, and a dark cloud of Infantry 
showed out against the skyline on our 
front, advancing in a formation rather 
loose for the Germans. 
We opened 
on them» and they made a fine target 
for our rifle fire, which was very well 
supported by our artillery. 
The fire 
from our guns was very effective, 
the range being found with ease, and 
we could see the shells dropping right 
into the enemy's ranks. 


Race for a Hill. 


•'Here and there their lines began 
to waver and give way, and finally 
they disappeared. 
Half an hour later 
more infantry appeared oti our right 
front, but we could not say whether it 
was the same, or another body. This 
time they were well supported by ar­ 
tillery, 
machine 
guns 
and 
strong 
forces of cavalry on both flanks. All 
came on at a smart pace, with the 
apparent plan of seizing ^ h ill on our 
right. At the same moment our cav­ 
alry came into view, and then the 
whole Guards brigade advanced. 
It 
was really a race between the two 
parties to reach the hill first, but the 
Germans won easily, owing to their 
being nearer by half a mile. 


•'As soon as their guns and Infantry 
had taken up a position» the cavalry 
came along in a huge mass wi\.h the 
intention of riding down the Irish 
Guards, who were nearest to them. 
When the shock came It seemed ter­ 
rific to us in the distance, for the 
Irishmen did not recoil in the least, 
but flung themselves right across the 
path of the German horsemen. 


"We could hear the crack of the 
rifles and see the German horses im­ 
paled on the bayonets of the front 
ranks of the guardsmen. 
Then the 
whole force of infantry and cavalry 
were mixed up in one confused heap, 
like so many pieces from a Jig-saw 
puzzle. 
Shells from the British and 
German batteries kept dropping close 
to the tangled mass of fighting men, 
and then we saw the German horse­ 
men get clear and take to flight as 
fast as their horses would carry them. 
Some had no horses and they were 
bayoneted where they stood. 


Ten Guns Captured. 


“While this was going on there was 
a confused movement among tho Ger­ 
man infantry, as though they were 
going to the assistance of tho cavalry, 
but evidently they did not like the 
look of things, for they stayed where 
they were. 
After this little interrup­ 
tion tho whole of the Guards contin­ 
ued their advance, the Coldstreamers 
leading this time, with the Scots In 
reservo and tho Irish in support, 


'‘Taking advantage of tho fight be­ 
tween the cavalry and infantry, the 
German artillery had advanced to a 
new position, from which they kept 
up a deadly fire from 12 guns, 
Our 
Infantry and cavalry advanced simul­ 
taneously against this new position, 
which they carried together in the 
faco of a galling fire. 
In tho excite­ 
ment the enemy managed to get away 
tw* of their guns, but tho remainder 
fell Into our hands, Tho infantry and 
cavalry supporting the guns didn't 
wait for tho onslaught of our men, 
but bolted, pursued by our cavalry 
and galled by a heavy fire frori) our 
infantry and artillery, which quickly 
found the range. 


“Wo heard luter that tho Germans 
were in very groat force, and had at­ 
tacked in tho hopo of driving us back 
and so uncovering the French left, 
but they got more than they bargained 
for. 
Their losses were terrible in 
what little of tho fight we saw, and 
when our men capturod 'tho guns 
thero was hardly a German left alive 
or unwounded. 
Altogether tho fight 
lasted about seven liourp, and when 
It was over our cavalry scouts report­ 
ed that the enemy wore in retreat." 


Argylla Are Hard Hit, 


A private Jn a Highland regiment, 
who was wounded at JMons, Jn the 
course of a letter to his pa rout a in 
Mussel burgh says: 


MTJio poor Argyll* got pretty ¿well 
hit, but never wavered a yard lor all 


1 poor devils; but they deserved It, the 
way they go on. You would be sorry 
for the poor Belgian women having to 
leave their homes with young children 
clinging to them." 


Bomba Are a Succeaa, 


Bombardier A. E. Smith, who was 
wounded by a bomb dropped from a 
German aeroplane, In a letter to a 
friend In Edinburgh, says: 


“Those bombs have proved a great 
success in the war, as they find the 
enemy's range very accurately. 
The 
bomb, when dropped, leaves a thick, 
black, smoky line to enable the gun­ 
ners to tako the exact range. 
We 
were In a good position, but suffered 
loss. 
The enemy could not find us 
until the aeroplane came on the scene. 
Then we had it rather hot. The gun­ 
ners had to leave the guns, but later 
saved them all after being re-en­ 
forced by other guns. 


“The Germans have a funny way In 
fighting.

••Like Blue Murder." 


A wounded private of the Royal 
Munster Fusiliers (the “Dirty Shirts") 
tells the following story:

Admires German Artillery, 
Private Charles Dudley Moore of 
the Yorkfdiire light Infantry, who was 
at Mons and Is now at Lynn, had th« 
misfortune to be wounded half an 
hour after he went Into action. 


“The shrapnel shells of the Ger 
mans were bursting over the trenches 
where we were lying, and I was struck 
In the foot with a piece of shell which 
took tho sole of my shoe clean off 
Five minutes later, when I was trying 
to help a fellow near me who had 
been hit In the shoulder, 1 was struck 
In the fight thigh by a pellet from a 
shrapnel shell. 1 fired one more shol 
after th a t 
I fired at the driver of • 
German machine gun and hit him 
This was my first experience of actual 
fighting, and I can tell you It Is • 
funny sensation at first to see the 
shells bursting near and around you, 
to hear the bullets whistling by you, 
and to see men 
being killed 
and 
wounded near you, but you soon get 
used to it all. 
It tries your nerves 
a bit at first, but you soon get In the 
way of It. 


“I have the greatest admiration for 
the German artillery, but their In­ 
fantry is absolutely useless. 
They 
fire from the hip and take no aim at 
all. The Germans are also badly fed. 
At the hospital at Amiens I saw a 
wounded German officer who told me 
he and the others had been living on 
anything they could lay hold of, an£ 
that they had even eaten grass." 


Do Not Like Bayonets. 


Private J. R. Tait of the Second 
Essex regiment* who was wounded 
at Mons, also speaks with respect of 
the German artillery. 
W'ritlng home, 
he says, In a description of the fight­ 
ing: 


“We had several charges with their 
Infantry. 
We And they do not like 
the bayonets. 
Their rifle shooting is 
rotten; I don't believe they could hit 
a haystack at 100 yards. 
Their field 
artillery is good, and we don't like 
their shrapnel. I heard our men sing­ 
ing that famous song, ‘Get Out and 
Get Under,' and know that for an 
hpur in our trench it wrould make any 
one keep under, what with shells and 
machine guns. 
I have been in three 
battles in four days." 


The following is an extract from a 
letter written by Otho Bromfleld of 
the signal section (Territorials), Roy­ 
al Engineers: 


"I'm doing and going as I'm told, 
not worrying, but taking things as 
they come. 
I've slept in barns, wool 
sto-es, cinemas, casinos, dock sheds, 
and for a bit had the stars as a coun­ 
terpane. 
The fighting has been very 
fierce and close; as one pal said: 'Oh, 
ain't it 'ot!' 
We are outnumbered 
sometimes 10,000 to 2,000, but our boys 
stick to them, and have played havoc 
with their 'mass formations.' 
The 
Maxims have cut them down like corn, 
and when we charged with fixed bayo­ 
nets. see 'em run. 
They will get no 
quarter from our 'mob.' 
Their dead 
were so thick that their re-enforce­ 
ments couldn't advance over the top. 
Of course, we lost, too." 


Fred Wilson of tho Fifth Royal 
Lancers, who was wounded at Mons 
and reached Leeds invalided, says he 
has seen the Germans bayonet our 
wounded as they came across the 
field, and force w'omen and children 
in front of them as they passed our 
guns. He reckons nothing of the fight­ 
ing powers of tho Germans. 
They 
were fairly peppered in five charges, 
and when their cavalry saw us com-, 
ing they whined like dogs. Our blood 
was up after witnessing their terrible 
atrocities." 
The British soldiers, he 
adds, sing and Jest while bullets are 
flying thick and fast.

The forreet fire that threatened the 


destruction of much valuable property in 
Pen-Mar Park, after burning an unoccu 
pied cottage and damaging several other 
cottages, was gotten under control on Fri- 
day evening. The fire was only prevent* 
ed from eating its way through Pen-Mar 
by the most strenuous efforts. 
Several 


hundred men, in lines extending along 
the entire southern border of the park, 
fought the fire until it was gotten under 
control. The fire swept down the moun 
tain several miles into Penneplvania and 
through the forest to Frederick count}-, 
covering thousands of acres. Two forest 
fires have been raging in the South Moun' 
tain, one close to Mt. Holly Springs, the 
other near Hunters Run, both doing 
much damage. Much valuable timber has 
also been destroyed in a mountain fire 
near Boiling Springs 


A heavy charge of dynamite, exploded 


et 4 o'clock in the morning of Nov. 3rd 
against the outer wall of the 3i story 
brick and frame building occupied by 
Nicholas Morella iu the heart of the Ital- 
ian district of York, partly wrecked the 
structure and shattered hundreds of win- 
dows and threw sleepers from their beds 
within a radius of more than a square. 
The detonation was heard from one end of 
the city to the other. Morella'a 3 vear- 
old sou Joseph was badly cut about the 
iace by flying glass; but the other five 
members of the family escaped unhurt 


Blackmailing letters, turned over by the 


grocer to the police, explain the explosion 
as a "Black Hand" outrage. Two hun- 
dred dollars had been demanded of Mor- 
ella by his unidentified enemies, who 
were even bold enough to follow up the 
letters with a telephone message to his 
store a few days previous. The letter 
bore crude drawings of a dagger, a seyer 
ed head and a grave. Only the fact that 
the famil) slept on the third floor saved 
them from death, as the dynamite blew 
in the wall and left the lower floors a 
wreck. Directly across the alley stands 
the house in which Joe Mannan, another 
Italian grocer, was fatally stabbed by an 
unidentified "Black Hand" assailant two 
years ago.

The disease has now broken 
out in Pennsylvania and Maryland. In- 
Maryland the diseased cattle were discov- 
red at Hagerstown. Inspectors of the 
department traced the cattle from Chica 
jo. Tbe same shipment left some diseas 
ed cattle at Greencastle, Pa., where an 
other affected area now exists. In addi- 
ion to the Gieencastlearea in Pennsylva 
nia, one exists in Pittsbnrg and several in 
;he southeastern part of the state. These 
ucluile herds near Lancaster, York, Lit 
tz, Herrville, Royersford, Collegeville 
and West Chester.

detected near Hanover, the disease being 
diagnosed in cattle on the farm of S L. 
Witmer, by I)r F. F Shue, veterinarian. 
As soou as Dr. Shue found the nature of 
the disease he got into communication 
with officials of the State Livestock Sani- 
tary Board at Harrisburg, and several 
representatives, in company with Federal 
oflicials at Washington, D C., came to 
Hanover on Fridaj- morning and confirm 
ed the diagnosis 
The Federal authori- 


ties at once placed the farm under quar- 
antine and every living animal including 
half a carloail ol bteos, over 20 cows, 27 
hogs, ]0 sheep and all poultry, pigeons 
and other live stock on the farm except- 
ing the horses were ordered killed 
Mr. 


Witniw owns four farms and the Other 
three farms have been put under sptcial 
quarantine and will be under observation. 
The Hanover stock yards have also been 
placed under quarantine, and there will 
be no shipments of c-.ttle, nor will any 
stock be received until the quarantine is 
raised by the State Hoard 
The cattle on 


the Witmer farm were shipped from Laii- 
oist'-r count v, ou Moivinv. 
They will be 


killed, placed in a trench covered over 
with quick lime and the buildings :ill di.v 
infected. 
Mr Witmer will receive mark- 


et price for all the stock killed through 
the State Livestock Hoard. 


On the farm of Kerwiu Hake, near 


York, lour head of swine and four cattle 
wore discovered affected with the disease. 
All of the animals were killed.

MURDER TRIALS IN HOLLAND 


Dutch Judge Puts All the Interroga- 


tories to the Witnesses—Do 


Not Have Juries. 


A learned and capable jurist has as- 


serted that the French method of legal 
procedure, which, contrary to our own, 
presumes an indicted person guilty un- 
til he is proven innocent, comes near- 
er dispensing actual Justice than our 
own system. But in Holland the courts 
have, in some respects, a better sys- 
tem than that of the French. The ac- 
cused in every case has the benefit 
of the doubt, and circumstantial evi- 
dence as the only foundation for a 
plea of conviction is in disfavor. 


The Dutch do not have juries, and 


there is no battle of wits among coun- 
sel. 
All questions, whether by the 


prosecution or the attorney for the 
accused, are 
put to th,e witness 


through the judges after 
he has 


weighed the justice of the interroga- 
tion. 


This feature of their system has 


some pronounced advantage over our 
own. 
It eliminates the practice of 


confusing the witness or the accused 
by misleading questions. 
It renders 


impossible the abominable practice in 
our courts known as the "browbeat- 
ing" of witnesses, which unfortunately 
is permitted to an extent that causes 
the intelligent observer's blood to boil 
at times because of its unfairness and 
cruelty. It makes the solemn business 
of dispensing justice a common trade 
instead of a heavenly vocation.—Sioux 
City Tribune.

STONE MUCH ADMIRED. 


Mlxtur* of Colors and Its Capacity 


for High Polish Are the Two Qual- 


ities That Have Brought It 


Into Prominence. 


The gift to Sir Thomas LIpton of • 


model in serpentine atone of his new 
racing yacht has revived iuutrest to 
this beautiful stone, which some yean 
ago was much In vogue. 


Serpentine is often found in cm- 


junction with asbestos. Canada pro* 
duces about nine-tenths of the world's 
production of asbeBtos, which Is large- 
ly used for insulating purposes and 
also for weaving into fireproof cloth. 


In'the province of Quebec are to be 


found the largest asbestos mines in 
Canada. The production is 'large, and 
it is Interesting to note that whereas 
in 1909 the exports of crude asbestos 
were valued at $1,758,057. in 1918 
the figures had increased to 12,488,- 
769. 


And in the same province are also 


to be found some of the world's most 
beautiful deposits of serpentine. 


It was in 1846 that Queen Victoria 


aad the Prince Consort, when on a 
visit to Cornwall, England, were shown 
specimens of serpentine, which they 
admired so much that several large 
pedestals made of this stone • were 
ordered for Osborne house. 


The patronage thus secured brought 


serpentine intot considerable fashion, 
and among others who at that time 
favored it were the duke of Westmin- 
ster, who ordered a pair of Luxon 
obelisks 14 feet in height; the Hon. 
Pemberton Lee, who bought the first 
and finest chimney-piece ever made 
in this material; and the then duke of 
Devonshire, who had several large 
pedestals and pilasters, unequaled for 
beauty and color, made for his sculp- 
ture gallery at Chatsworth. 


During the rather short-lived boom 


in serpentine which followed, a man- 
ufactory on a large scale of a great 
variety of household and domestic or- 
naments, etc., was started at Pen- 
zance, which afterwards passed into 
the hands of a London company. 
Ser- 


pentine was exhibited at the exhibl' 
tions of 1851 and 1862, and 
was 


awarded medals on both occasions. 


Serpentine, it may be mentioned, 


gets its name from the variety of the 
colors which it presents. ^These colors 
are of the most beautiful and varie- 
gated description imaginable, black and 
green, perhaps, predominating, with a 
frequent mixture of diallage; but the 
choicest sorts are generally considered 
to be those which show the greatest 
number of tints, and chromatic com- 
binations are as various and many as 
the figures in a kaleidoscope. 


Some when cut and polished shine 


with a metallic green luster on a red* 
dish. base. Then there is a rich jefl 
black, a purple, a brown, a red, crim- 
son, and bronze, and a cream-colored* 
striped, dappled, or variously inter- 
mixed and blended with one or other 
tints. It well deserves the name of 
rainbow stone. 


Several of the finest bank and other 


buildings in Canada are beautified by 
columns, pillars, panels, or floorings 
of this beautiful and vari-colored 
stone, which takes a perfectly exquis- 
ite polish. 


Decision on "Recall" Law. 


A suit to test the Washington law 


for the recall of officers was heard by 
the supreme court of the state ID 
Pybus vs. Smith, city clerk, in which 
the plaintiff, a councilman of the city 
of Wenatchee, sought to have the city 
clerk enjoined from calling a speciaJ 
election tg» submit the question of rfis 
recall to the voters. It appeared that 
the charge against the plaintiff was 
that he agreed to and did trade votes 
with another councilman on matters 
pending before the common council, 
but the plaintiff contended that thfl 
charge was not one for which he could 
be recalled. The lower court dismissed 
the plaintiff's suit and in affirming the 
judgment the supreme court said: 


"Whether this appellant could be 


convicted of a misdemeanor in our 
state upon the charge here made may 
be regarded as somewhat doubtful 
But we are, however, of the opinion 
that the facts here charged against the 
appellant, if true, do constitute mal- 
feasance in office on his part, within 
the meaning of that word as used in 
our constitutional and statutory recall 
provisions, and form sufficient legal 
cause for submitting to the voters of 
the city the question of his recall and 
discharge from public office."

Is a curious fact that blow- 
flies work closo to the ground and sel- 
dom bother food hung over ton Toot 
from tho ground, while It Is claimed 
that game or fish suspended at a 
height of 20 feet will bo Immune from 
blow-fllea.

A learned and capable Jurist has as­ 
serted that the French method of legal 
procedure, which, contrary to our own, 
presumes an indicted person guilty un­ 
til he is proven innocent, comes near­ 
er dispensing actual Justice than our 
own system. But in Holland the courts 
have, in some respects, a better sys­ 
tem than that of the French. The ac­ 
cused in every case has the benefit 
of the doubt, and circumstantial evi­ 
dence as the only foundation for a 
plea of conviction is in disfavor. 


The Dutch do not have juries, and 
there is no battle of wits among coun­ 
sel. 
All questions, whether by the 
prosecution or the attorney for the 
accused, 
are 
put 
to 
tko 
witness 
through 
the 
judges 
after 
he 
has 
weighed the Justice of the interroga­ 
tion. 


This feature of their system has 
some pronounced advantage over our 
own. 
It eliminates the practice of 
confusing the witness or the accused 
by misleading questions. 
It renders 
impossible tho abominable practice in 
our courts known as tho “browbeat­ 
ing” of witnesses, which unfortunately 
is permitted to an extent that causes 
tho intelligent observer’s blood to boil 
at times because of its unfairness and 
cruelty. It makes the solemn business 
of dispensing Justice a common trade 
instead of a heavenly vocation.—Sioux 
City Tribune.

The gift to Blr Thomas Ltpton of • 
I model In serpentine stone of hla new 
j racing yacht has revived interest te 
this beautiful atone, which some yean 
ago was much In vogue. 


Serpentine Is often found In coo* 
Junction with asbestoe. 
Canada pro» 
duces about nine-tenths of the world*« 
production of asbestos, which la largo» 
ly used for Insulating purposes ant 
also for weaving Into fireproof cloUi 


In the province of Quebeo are to bo 
found the largest fisbeatoe mines te 
Canada. The production Is large, an* 
It Is interesting to note that whereas 
in 1909 the exports of crude asbestoe 
were valued at $1,768,067. in 191* 
the figures had increased to $2,481#* 
769. 


And In the same province are alee 
to be found some of the world’s moet 
beautiful deposits of serpentine. 


It was in 1846 that Queen Victoria 
aid the Prince Consort, when on a 
visit to Cornwall, England, were shown 
specimens of serpentine, which they 
admired so much that several largo 
pedestals made of this stone*were 
ordered for Osborne house. 


The patronage thus secured brought 
serpentine into, considerable fashion» 
and among others who at that time 
favored it were the duke of Westmin­ 
ster, who ordered a pair of Luxon 
obelisks 14 feet in height; the Hon. 
Pemberton Lee, who bought the first 
and finest chimney-piece ever made 
in this material; and the then duke of 
Devonshire, who had several largo 
pedestals and pilasters, unequaled for 
beauty and color, made for his sculp* 
ture gallery at Chatsworth. 


During the rather short-lived boom 
In serpentine which followed, a man­ 
ufactory on a large scale of a great 
variety of household and domestic or* 
naments, etc., was started at Pen­ 
zance, which afterwards passed Into 
the hands of a London company. Ser­ 
pentine was exhibited a t the exhibl* 
tions of 1851 and 1862, and was 
awarded medals on both occasions. 


Serpentine, it may be mentioned» 
gets its name from the variety of the 
colors which it presents. ^These color» 
are of the most beautiful and vario 
gated description imaginable, black and 
green, perhaps, predominating, with a 
frequent mixture of diallage; but the 
choicest sorts are generally considered 
to be those which show the greatest 
number of tints, and chromatic com* 
binations are as various and many aa 
the figures in a kaleidoscope. 


Some when cut and polished shine 
with a metallic green luster on a red* 
dish base. 
Then there is a rich jet 
black, a purple, a brown, a red, crlm* 
son, and bronze, and a cream-colored» 
striped, dappled, or variously inter­ 
mixed and blended with one or other 
tints. 
It well deserves the name of 


rainbow stone. 


Several of the finest bank and other 
buildings in Canada are beautified by 
columns, pillars, panels, or floorings 
of this

Decision on “Recall” Law. 


A suit to test the Washington law 
for the recall of officers was heard by 
the supreme court of the state in 
Pybus vs. Smith, city clerk, in which 
the plaintiff, a councilman of the city 
of Wenatchee, sought to have the city 
clerk enjoined from calling a special 
election to submit the question of Mil» 
recall to tho voters. It appeared that 
the charge against the plaintiff was 
that he agreed to and did trade votes 
with another councilman on matter» 
pending before tho common council, 
but the plaintiff contended that ths 
charge was not ono for which he could 
be recalled. Tho lower court dismissed 
the plaintiff’s suit and in affirming the 
judgment the supreme court said: 


“W hether this appellant could be 
convicted of a misdemeanor in our 
state upon tho charge here made may 
be regarded as somewhat doubtfuL 
But wo are, however, of the opinion 
that the facts hero charged aaainst the 
appellant, If true, do constitute mal­ 
feasance in office on Ills part, within 
the meaning of that word as used in 
our constitutional and statutory recall 
provisions, and form sufficient legal 
cause for submitting to tho voters of 
the city tiio question of his recall aud 
discharge from public oillco.” 


Keeping Fish. 


The very best way to keep flsh in 
camp (or anywhere without Jce) Js to 
scale, clean and behead them; then 
string them by a cord through their 
tails and liang them, downward, in a 
dry, breezy, shady place.

Frenchman, Dying, Writes Last Wounded Men of Both Forces 


Note to His Family. 


London. — Here are stories .of two 
heroic deaths. 
The ilrst is simply a 
letter found in the hands of u soldier 
who had Just finished writing It when 
the end came: 


“I am awaiting help which does not 
come,“ the letter ran. “I pray God to 
take me, for I 
suffer atrociously. 
Adieu, ray wife and dear .children. 
Adieu, all my family, whom I so loved. 


“I request that whoever finds me will 
send this letter to Paris to my wife, 
with the pocketbook which is in my 
coat pocket. Gathering my last strength 
I write this, lying prostrate under the 
shell fire. Both my Jogs are broken. 
My last thoughts are for my children 
and for thee, my cherished wife and 
companion of my life, my beloved wife. 
Vive la France!” 


When a certain French colonel had 
walked a short distance ahead of his 
regiment to examine the German posi­ 
tion 5<X) yards away, which he expect­ 
ed to attack; an orderly handed him a 
message. As he was reading It a Ger­ 
man shell burst near by. The colonel 
staggered, with his thigh torn and 
agape and his boot filled with blood. 
Officers ran to aid him, but he pushed 
them away. 


“Gentleman,“ he said, “I beg you to 
stand back.

U. S. CROPS BREAK 
RECORD FOR VALUE 


Farm Products Are Valued al 


$5X 68,742,00a 


The important farm crops of tb€ 
United States this year are worth $5, 
0U8„742,00U or $104,000,000 more than 
the value of the same crops last year 
notwithstanding a loss of $418,000,000 
sustained by cotton planters on linl 
alone as a result of the European war 
The corn crop is estimated at 2,705,- 
092,000 bushels. 


Preliminary 
estimates of 
the im 
portant farm crops announced by the 
department of agriculture and stalls 
tics of the average prices paid tc 
producers on Nov. 3 indicate that 
this year's wheat and corn crops arc 
the most valuable ever grown in the 
United States; that the wheat anu 
apple crops are record harvests, and 
the potato crop is the second Jargesl 
ever raised. 


The huge wheat crop and the in 
creased price for that cereal, the bis 
corn and apple crops and the increas 
ed price of oats, barley and rye more 
than offset the big Joss in the value 
of the cotton crop resulting from the 
war.

The provinces of Posen, Silesia and 
East Prussia are now occupied near 
the frontier by the czar’s fighting 
men, and all Poland, excepting that 
section in the extreme southwest, is 
cleared of German troops. In south­ 
western Poland the enemy is falling 
back, unable to withstand the on­ 
slaughts of 
the 
Russians, who are 
striking heavily to take Cracow, the 
“gateway to Silesia.” 


As a result of the strategy 6f tho 
Russian commander-in-chief, the Aus- 
tro-German armies face disaster in 
great flanking movements, which have 
divided their strength into three dis 
tinct parts. While an army of vast 
numbers is engaging the Germans in 
East Prussia, a strong detachment 
has broken through the German de­ 
fenses in the northern part of Posen 
and Is moving swiftly to the north­ 
west in an endeavor to encircle the 
defenders of East Prussia 
in 
the 
north. 
A t the same time 
another 
army has started a march on the city 
of Posen (Posen is 150 miles from 
Berlin). 


The Russian left, which has been 
engaging the Austro-Germans in the 
south, is t now only twenty-five miles 
from Cracow, and the Austro-German3 
are falling back upon that city, which 
is strongly fortified, in an attempt to 
prevent the Russian hordes from oc­ 
cupying it. The capture of Cracow by 
the Russians would permit them im­ 
mediately to launch a third 
army, 
with Breslau (200 miles from Berlin) 
for an objective, and after its occupa­ 
tion of Breslau, it could join the Rus­ 
sian army now marching on Posen 
and proceed toward Berlin. 


The army now marching on Cracow 
already has occompllshed one of the 
master strokes of the campaign in the 
east. The Austro-Germans in Galicia 
are cut off from the German defend­ 
ers of the Thorn-Cracow line, and the 
Russians plan to hold them at bay 
until the central German army is de­ 
feated decisively. Thus COO,000 fight­ 
ers are lost to the kaiser. 


The Germans are weakening their 
forces now fighting against the allisn 
by withdrawing troops from the west 
and sending them to stem the tide 
of defeat in the east.

The two great armies—that of the 
kaiser .and that of the English, Frenc’i 
and Belgians—are still locked in des­ 
perate grapple in northern Franco 
and Belgium.
